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RURAL PLANNING TO ADD 
TO CONVENIENCE AND 
BEAUTY OF THE FARM HOME 


The opportunity afforded by town 
planning and farm betterment princl- 
ples to make the home Hfe a happy 
and desirable one was stressed by H. 
L. Seymour, director of Town Plann- 
ing for the Province of Alberta, in his 
address to the U.F.A. Annual Conven- 
tion in January last. “In Alberta,” 
he said, “we want to do something 
that will strike at the very root of the 
matter, that will aid In the social well- 
being of the community by making the 
family a happy unit.” 


Mr. Seymour spoke of the possibil- 
ity of new methods of sub-division for 
unsettled areas, taking into consid- 
eration topographical features, the 
proper location of roads, and the loca- 
tion and design of towns in relation to 
farm needs. He referred briefly to the 
Town Planning Act of the Province, 
which “controls the erection of signs 
and advertisements on highways; con- 
trols the erection of gasoline stations 
and refreshment booths along these 
highways. It provides for the preserva- 
tion of certain desirable park and _ pic- 
nic areas, thus setting up a Provincial 
park system which should co-ordinate 
with the Federal park system—in 
brief preserving the natural beauties 
of our Province.” 

The first improvement needed to 
make for happy living, said Mr. Sey- 
mour, was running water, and proper 
sanitary conveniences in the farm 
home. He had come to the conclusion 
that this was the first requirement as 
the result of experience, study and 
reading. “I only wish that I were an 
orator,” he said, “that I might tell you 
more forcibly how important I consid- 
er the matter of sanitation on a farm. 
It makes for self respect, for the re-

berta had begun to be prosperous 
again. 

“In the third class are these who 
have the money and who know that 
they have the money to provide these 
basic things in happy home Hfe and 
have not yet provided for them, very 
probably because they do not know 
exactly how to go about it. Or it may 
be that they feel they have not the 
time to carry out this as well as other 
phases of farm betterment. of farm 
beautification. You may have a_ sue: 
cessful farm as far as financial returns 
are concerned ‘but you have not been 
really successful until you have a suc- 
cessful home. I want particularly to 
give a message to classes two and 
three and urge them to be serious in 
this matter and to say that if you 
come to our Town Planning Board and 
speak of farm betterment, one of the 
first things we shall urge is this mat- 
ter of farm sanitation. We will not 
tell you only how to improve the out- 
ward appearance of your farms and 
homes. Town planning deals with 
health and sanitary convenience ag a 
health matter as* well as a matter of 
comfort. The Government of Alberta 
through its Hesith Department is 
ready to advise tthe farm owner who 
is serious and desirous of providing 
running water end sanitary conveni- 
ences in his home. This in my opinion 
is the real approach to tewn planning 
—the health problems involved in 
proper sanitatior in the farm as well 
as in our larger centres of population.

and almost at once became an out- 
standing figure in political life in that 
province. Gifted with extraordinary 
dbility, Mr. Sifton made his way to 
the front: within eighteen years. ‘By 
1890, he was in control of Manitoba’s 
politics and in 1896, he was the cen- 
tral figure in the elections of that 
year. He had impressed himself on 
Mr. Wilfrid Laurier, Dominion leader 
of the Liberals, and Mr. Lrurier (as 
he was known at that time), placed 
implicit confidence in Mr. Sifton. The 
Manitoba Schcol Question upset the 
Dominion from end to end and the re- 
sult was the coming into power of the 
Laurier administration in 1896. 

Mr. Sifton was called to the cab- 
inet, became minister of the interior 
and administrator of Indian lands. As 
minister of the interior he had much 
to do with settling parts of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan with Ukranians 
and to his last breath Mr. Sifton main- 
tained that his immigration policy 
was one which would in the long run 
result favorably for Western Canada. 

Eventually he fell foul of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier over some escapades 
none too good, at Ottawa, and he was 
let out of the cabinet. 

In Manitoba in 1896, Mr. Sifton 
Was as poor as anyone else; possibly 
more so; but he made his way; 
stacked up a fortune and remained in

FARM RELIEF LAW 
MAY LEAD TO U.S. CRASH

Washington, April 19—Washington 
is concerned at present about a possi- 
ble clash between the senate on the 
one side and the house of representa- 
tives and the president on the other 
on the subject of what is called the 
debenture plan in farmer relief legis- 
lation. The senate is said to favor the 
debenture proposal. President Hoover 
and the house are understood to be op- 
posed to it. 

The fantastic nature of this deben- 
ture plan indicates how far some farm 
relievers are prepared to go. 

Taking wheat as an illustration, the 
proposal is to make a gift to the farm. 
er of a debenture worth 21 cents for 
every bushel of wheat he exports. 
This is half the amount of the duty 
of 42 cents per bushel on wheat. The

Ostensibly, the amount paid by the 
government in the form of this de- 
benture would come out of the gov- 
ernment’s revenue from its 42 cent 
duty on wheat. But last year the 
United States exported $120,000,000 
worth of wheat, and imported $22,- 
000,000 worth, most of this duty free. 
The debenture plan would therefore 
cost the government much more 
than it woudl receive in wheat duties. 
Advocates of the plan frankly say 
that in such a case the debenture 
money would have to come out of 
the treasury. 2 

American exports of cotton last 
year totalled $920,000,000 and the 
eountry imported cnly $43,000,000 
worth of cotton goods. The enormous 
cost of the dehenture plan- as applied , 
to cotton can he estimated. In short, 
the system would be no more than a 
bonusing plan for the immediate fin- 
ancial betterment of exporters of farm 
products, and the money would have 
to come out of the present general rev- 
enue or from a special tax on all 
classes, a

The point to the drawback feature 
of the tariff on wheat for milling in 
bond, they declare, is that the millers 
are permitted to get raw material 
free from another country, leading 
to extra profits.

The Week at Ottawa 


(By Wm. Irvine, M.P.) 


The vote on the Budget was taken 
on Thursday the 11th. The sub-amend- 
ment of the United Farmers and 
Labor was defeated by a solid vote of 
both Conservatives and Liberals. If 
parliament reflects the wishes of the 
people in this regard, then the Cana- 
dian people do not desire to grant any 
preference of trade to Great Britain, 
nor to entertain any idea of freer 
trade relations with either the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations or any 
other nation. In other words, both par- 
ties voted solidly for protection. Once 
mo.c I must point out that there is no 
difference of opinion between the Lib- 
erals and Conservatives on the tariff 
question, and since this is so, it would 
be a great advantage to the people of 
Canada if a new issue were found for 
the next election. The ‘budget was 
passed by a vote of 107 to 83. 


Strong opposition to certain items 
which were put upon the “free” list 
was gives both by United Farmer 
Members and Conservatives.

take some examples to show why we 
opposed tariff reductions on them. 
“Fused Borax” has beeN added to the 
duty-free list this year. This article is 
used in the process of enamelling iron 
ware and forming glasses on earthen- 
ware. It is not made in Canada. To 
reduce this {tem therefore, does not 
protect any “fused borax” producer 
in this country. What then happens by 
putting this article on the “free” list? 
In the first place the country loses all 
the revenue_now collected by the im- 
portation of that article. In the sec- 
ond place the manufacturers of enam- 
elled iron ware, etc., obtain their raw 
products cheaper, but do not reduce 
the price of their finished product to 
the consumer. The net result is that 
the manufacturer gets reductions in 
his costs, with no corresponding re- 
duction in prices and hence makes 
more profit, while the consumer pays 
the same price that he paid before, but 
at the same time must ‘be taxed extra 
to make up the loss in revenue, which 
putting “fused borax” on the “free” 
list has caused. 


Take “Unsweetened Dessicated 
Cocoanut” or “Stearic Acid” as other 
examples. The former is free to man- 
ufacturers and 6% higher to consum- 
ers, while the latter is free to manu- 
facturers and 20% tariff against ‘the

But after pressure being 
brought to bear on the government by 
the Companies, Mr. Robb promised to 
cut off 5% excise duties on Canadian 
made cars, but left the excise tax as it 
was on imported cars. This action 
gave an additional 5% protection as 
will be clear. 

When this proposal was objected to 
in 1926, Mr. Robb presented a letter 
from the Automobile Manufacturers’ 
Association, guaranteeing that they 
would not take advantage of the con- 
Sumer to the extent of 5% excise 
duty, but would pass on the reduction 
to the purchasers of Automobiles in 
1928. Mr. Coote, of McLeod, by care- 
ful research, found out that the price 
of automobiles made in Canada and 
receiving the 5 per cent reduction in 
excise duties was from 29 to 30 per 
cent higher than in the U.S.A. He so 
informed parliament and asked the

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expenditure. They make no mention of 
providing for dependent and neglected 
children and Indigent mental defective 
cases, but we strongly urge that they 
be included in the general liability list 
as asked for by our organization. We 
note with satisfaction that the Gov- 
ernment will introduce an Old Age 
Pension Act at this session of the 
Legislature. Our Union approved of 
such a measure at one of its recent 
conventions. A number of aged indi- 
genty now receiving Municipal relief 
will be taken care of under this Act 
and the local expenditure correspond: 
ingly reduced. 7 

Their general remarks throughout 
tho Report, together with a record of 
some of the policies followed along 
certain lines by other Provinces and 
States, contain many matters of inter- 
est. In view of the fact that in Alberta 
we have been accustomed to financing 
capital expenditures by the issue of 
long term debentures, thus increasing 
our indebtedness and also resulting in 
increased taxes for interest and re- 
demption until the debentures are 
fully retired, we think it might be of 
interest to mention that the Commis- 
sion finds (Page 40) that it is now a 
common practice in the States to 
finance improvements by a special 
levy raised in either one year or a 
short period of years. We commend 
this policy to the favorable considera- 
tion of the Cities, Towns and Villages 
of Alberta with the suggestion that 
this plan be followed wherever it is 
found possible to do so. 

We come now to the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission as set forth 
on Pages 71 to 75. Some we have 
already dealt with, several are of in- 
terest particularly to Rural Districts, 
and we are not expressing any opinion 
in respect to them. We will deal with 
the balance in the order in which they 
have been placed by the Commission. 

They recommend: 

A-1 “That provision be made for the 
creation of an Appeal Board to deal 


We approve of this clause and sug- 
gest that an Assessment -Commission 
such as they have in Saskatchewan be 
appointed, This would be a permanent 
body and would equalize assessments 
and hear appeals from Courts of 
Revision. They would also advise 
Municipalities on matters of assess- 
ment and taxation with a view to 
achieve uniformity throughout the 
Province, but should not be given 
compulsory powers in this regard. We 
recommend, however, that any City 
mey continue under its present ar- 
rangements dealing with appeals if so 
desired. 

They recommend: 

D-1 and 2 “That the Supplementary 
Revenue Tax Act be repealed and that 
a Public Revenue Act be passed for the 
purpose of raising sufficient revenue 
by a scheme of general taxation to 
care for Mothers’ Allowance, Indigent 
T.B. cases, indigent incurables, tran- 
sicnt indigent persons requiring relief, 
medical attention or hospitalization 
and special assistance to education.” 

They further recommend that the 
amount payable by each Municipality 
to the Province under this new Act 
shall be a sum fixed by the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs based upon the 
equalised assessment of each Muni 
cipality, and that the amount so 
determined shall be raised under the 
general system of taxation in the 
Municipality and shall be payable in 
cash to the Province, and further that 
the Tax shall be levied on the com- 
bined assessed value of land and im- 
provements in both Urban and Rural 
Municipalities, buildings and improve- 
ments to be assessed at two-thirds of 
their fair actual value. : 


We believe this to be one of the 
most important and far reaching re- 
commendations of the Commission. 
We had asked for the repeal of the 
Supplementary Revenue Tax Act, as 
we claim this source of Taxation be- 
longs to the Municipalities. The Com- 
mission takes the stand, however, that

as previously pointed out, we hope 
that when the Natural Resources are 
taken over by the Province the 
revenue derived therefrom will be 
sufficient to permit of the repeal of 
this Act. 

The principle involved in the pro- 
posed new Act is to provide funds to 
allow the Government to assume cer- 
tain obligations of a general nature 
that are now being met either in 
whole or in part by the Municipalities 
and is in line with the policy our 
organization has been for some time 
urging the Government to adopt. We 
had hoped that with savings that 
might be effected in various Depart- 
ments of Government, together with 
the natural increase in revenue from 
taxation already in effect that it would 
not be necessary to impose new, or to 
increase any of the present forms of 
taxation. However, if in the carrying 
out of this policy it is found that the 
present sources cf revenue will not 
provide sufficient funds to meet the 
obligations herein referred to, we 
would favor an increase in taxation in 
order to finance the added expendi- 
ture. 

Municipalities are now required t. 
levy two mills on the equalized assess- 
ment as a Provincial Tax. This is paid 
over to the Government as collected 
and is levied on land values only. The 
reeommendation of the Commission is 
that a lump sum based on the equal- 
ised assessment will be fixed by the 
Minister and paid in cash to the 
Province. It would not be necessary 
in this event to keep a separate ac-

Wo cannot understand why tho 
Commission recommends . that the 
Tax should be levied on the combined 
assessed value of land and {mprovo- 
ments in both Urban and Rural Muni- 
clpallttes. It conflicts with thelr recom. 
mendation that tho amount be raised 
undor the genoral system of taxation 
in the Municipality. In Urban centres 
it would apply but tho Rural areas 
only assess on Innd values, and it 
would be a very expensive undertak- 
ing to assess buildings and improve- 
ments all over the Province which 


kept up to date, and unless the Rural 
Municipalities change to the combined 
system of taxation, it would appear 
very: unwise to have this recommend- 
ation put into efiget. : 

They furthor recommend that build- 
ings and improvements be assessed at 
two-thirds of their actual value. We 
are opposed to the fixing of any per- 
centage of assessment on buildings 
that will interfere with that now in 
effect in the different Urban Munici- 
palities of the Province. 

Regarding the assessment of im- 
provements which they recommend as 
well, we presume this applies to 
clearing and breaking farm lands, 
drilling wells, fencing and other im- 
provements, The practice now prevail- 
ing is to assess farm lands on their 
raw land value and not take into con- 
sideration the increased value created 
by energy and industry, and_ this 
principle should not be departed from. 

Before leaving this part of the 
report we feel we must enter the 
strongest possible protest against the 
inclusion of buildings and improve- 
ments in the proposed Public Revenue 
Act. We believe the result will be that 
in fixing the sum payable by each 
Municipality the amount will be based 
on the equalised assessment of lands, 
buildings and improvements, and if 
this recommendation is put into ef- 
fect the Urban centres of the Province 
will be discriminated against to a 


greater extent than ever before 
experienced. 
D-4 They recommend “That the 


Amusement Tax be continued in its 
present form.” 

In support of this they contend that 
as the Municipalities have the right 
to tax the real property as well as the 
business of theatres and other places 
of amusement we have no cause to 
complain. We claim, however, that it 
is a direct tax on the citizens and 
should be collected and retained by 
the Municipalities in which these 
places of business are located. 

D5 They recommend “That the 
Unearned Increment Tax be continued 
in its present form.” 

On Page 27 they state that it is a 
Tax which should certainly be im- 
posed by the Province and not by any 
local authority. 

We take the stand that this is a 
source of revenue rightfully belonging 
to the Municipalities inasmuch as this 
Tax is made possible by increase in 
values due in a great measure, if not 
altogether, to the efforts of each 
Municipality. The revenue derived 
‘rom this Tax should, therefore, be re- 
turned to them. 

D-6 They recommend “That author- 
ity be given to Municipalities to 
impose a Poll Tax upon all persons in 
the Municipalities not otherwise 
taxed.” 

Some Municipalities already have 
this privilege. We approve of the 
clause. 

D-8 They recommend “That the 
Motor Vehicle License be continued 
in ils present form but that in case of 
trucks used for mercantile purposes a 
special license fee be imposed.” 

We approve of this recommendation 
as there appears to be no good reason 
why trucks should not be made to 
contribute something extra toward the 
maintenance of highways and streets, 
provided, however, that Urban Muni- 
cipalities will not be prevented from 
taxing or licensing these vehicles if 
they. so desire. Some Municipalities 
already have this right and are taking 
advantage of it. 

D-9 They recommend “That in view 
of the enormous cost of construction 
and maintenance of highways the 
gasoline tax be raised from 3c to 5c 
per gallon.” 

We approve of this clause provided 
that the increased revenue derived 
therefrom be all used for road pur- 
poses, and that a portion is made 
available for the construction and 
maintenance of trunk roads within 
the boundaries of Urban Municipal- 
ities. In the alternative we ask that 
the license fee imposed on motor 
vehicles be correspondingly reduced. 

D-10 They recommend “That an 
Income Tax is a legitimate tax for 
Provincial purposes, and is preferable 
to a Personal Property Tax, and as 
such a Tax is more equitably raised 
through the Dominion authority, due 
to the ramificaticns of modern finance, 
that the Dominion Government be 
asked either to make provision for 
distributing some portion of the tax 
raised from this source to the Proy- 
ince, or to levy for the Province a 
special item of Income Tax for Pro- 
vincial purposes as may be arranged 
between the two Governments.” 

We are opposed to the imposition 
of a Provincial Income Tax. Our 
organization takes the stand that this 
Tax belongs to the Dominion Govern-

D-12a They recommend “Mat une|

ulatory purposes only, and that the 
Provinclal Tax upon such persons be 
inereased from $25.00 to $60.00." 

We strongly object to this clause as) 
drafted which would permit) Municl- 
palities to license for regulatory pur- 
poses only, Most, if not all, Muntcipal- 
ilies can now impose a Heense for 
Revenue and it would be most unfair 
and unjust if this power fs taken away 
from them in order to increase the 
Provincial Tax. We ask that Munici- 
palities be empowered to lHeense for! 
Revenue purposes and with = this 
change would approve of the recom: 
mendation. ! 

D-12b They recommend “That, if 
necessary, Section 32 of the Corpora- 
tions Taxation Act, and Section 15 of 
the Foreign Companies Ordinance be. 
amended to empower Municipalities 
to license agents of Companies selling 
gcods direct to the consumer or can- 
vassing for goods to be afterwards 
delivered to the consumer.” 


We approve of this recommendation — 
and considcr it very necessary that it | 
be given effect to without delay as we_ 
have been urging this amendment for ; 
years. We ask the right to impose. 
license fees for revenue purposes 
upon any person carrying on any busi- | 
ness, notwithstanding the imposition | 
of a Provincial Heense on such per- ; 
sons or the payment of a Corporation | 
Tax or a tax under the Foreign Com- 
panies Ordinance. | 

D-13 They recommend “That the 
Restaurant License for Provincial pur- ; 
poses be continued in its present form | 
since a recent judgment of the Privy! 
Council makes it impossible for the! 
Provincial Government to exercise | 
control over the internal management , 
of restaurants, excepting by their pow: | 
er to grant and withhold licenses.” 

We approve of this clause provided 
the Provincial License is a nominal | 
one only, The expense of Inspection — 
and Police supervision is borne almost | 
entirely by the Municipalities, the | 
Government asuming practically no 
responsibility. 

D-14 They recommend “That sub-| 
ject to the terms of existing contracts, 
in the case of railway properties the 
right of Municipal authorities to as- 
sess land and improvements owned by 
railway companies should be main- 
tained; but that the right of taxation ' 
of the road bed should lie with the 
Province only; that in case of roads 
running through Municipalities sub- 
ject to taxation by Municipalities the 
amount of permitted assessment ! 


percentage of gross earnings in the, 
Province.” 

We are opposed to the provision in! 
this recommendation giving the right | 
sf taxation of the road bed to the 
Provinee only. Some Municipalities 
now have this right and they should | 
retain it, together with any other form | 
of taxation now imposed including 
Business Tax. We ask that no change 
in the way of curtailment be made in| 
the method of taxation as far as muni-} 
cipalities are concerned. 


i-4 They recommend “That in the 
case of persons admitted to hospitals 
claiming residence in a municipality, ' 
such municipality shall be made re | 
sponsible for payment of hospital ' 
bills and the municipal authority; 
shall have the right to collect where? 
possible direct from the patient, or; 
from the person legally responsible 
for the care of such patient. Also that 
where-the municipality can prove that 
the patient was an indigent and was 
not a resident of such municipality, 
the Government assume the respon- 
sibility for that patient and payment 
be made out of the general fund for 
that purpose, to be raised under the, 
proposed Public Revenue Act, siiens:| 
it is determined that the patient is a! 
resident of some other municipal: 
unit.” | 

This recommendation involves a' 
new departure in the financing of ! 
Hospitals in that Municipalities are to 
be responsible for all patient’s fees 
and makes them collecting agencies 
for the Hospitals. We do not approve 
of this principle, believing that the 
Hospitals should collect their own 
accounts and that the Municipality 
should be responsible for indigent | 
patients only. We ask that the right:

—Findings of the'Tax Advisory Commission —

Dear Sir: 

Thé Committee appointed at the last 
Convention of the Union of Alberta 
Municipalities to study the report of 
the Advisory Committee on Taxation 
and stibmit its recommendations to 
the méimbers of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, met in the office of the 
Chairman, Mayor Osborne, on Tues 
day, January 8th, 1929. Those present 
were Mayor Osborne, Calgary; Mayo%t 
Wade, Hanna; Mayor Shrimpton 
Strathmore and Mayor Montgomery 
Wetaskiwin. Mayor Colpitts of Sylvau 
Lake, Was unable to attend the meet 
ing. 

After the report had been: closely 
examined in detail and carefully 
considered, Mayor Montgomery was 
asked! to prepare a draft report em- 
bodying the views expressed during 
the discussion. This draft report was 
gent out to all the members of the 
Committee on February 11th. Several 
changes were suggested, all of which 
have ‘been included in the report as 
now submitted and it represents the 
considered opinion of each member of 
the Committee. 

That:the report as a whole is most 
disappointing cannot be denied. We 
had expected that out of the mass of 
information secured by the Commis- 
sion they would have been able to ar- 
rive at a clear cut decision on matters 
of taxation and expenditure so that 
both the Government and the Munici- 
palities would know what particular 
items of taxation each were to impose 
in order that all duplication would be 
avoided, and also the obligations each 
weie. to assume as their rightful 
share.;-No comment whatever is made 
ag to'the policy of the Government in 
using {ts superior powers and usurp 
ing forms of taxation belonging 
peculiarly to Municipalities. In fact 
the whole drift of the report appears 
to us:to be more in the nature of a 
vindication of the Government and to 
justify it in the policy it has been fol- 
lowing, even going out of its way in 
some .instances to do so when the 
facts presented would indicate other- 
wise. ‘In our opinion it would not have 
been out of place to have suggested 
to the.Government where the expendi- 
ture of public money should be cur- 
tailed,’ savings effected, taxes abolish- 
ed and: burdens lightened. Instead of 
this, inew sources of taxation are 
recommended,, together with increases 
in other forms of taxation already in 
effect... 

We recognize that a very heavy 
task “was placed on the Commission 
and we appreciate the value of the 
immense amount of data secured 
during sits investigations, but we be- 
lieve ‘many of its conclusions are not 
in accordance with the information 
furnished for our consideration.

Towns and Villages was particularly 
scrutinised, but consideration to all 
the recommendations of the Commis- 
sion was given. 

The memorandum on Taxation and 
other matters which was submitted 
by our Union, as well as representa- 
tions by other Urban bodies and 
Municipalities to the Advisory Com- 
mission were taken as the basis of 
discussion. Broadly speaking, the 
claims of Urban Municipalities are: 

(1) That the Provincial Govern- 
ment is encroaching on the Municipal 
Field of Taxation and collecting Taxes 
for Provincial purposes which we con- 
sider as rightfully belonging to the 
Municipalities. 

(2) That a fair proportion of 
monies collected by the Provincial 
Government is not being returned to 
the Municipalities. 

(3) That, in respect to grants of 
public monies, the Government is 
making an unfair distribution as be- 
tween the Urban and Rural Districts, 
and 

(4) That the Province does not as- 
sume obligations rightfully belonging 
to it. 

In support of Claim 1 we would 
refer to Table 1 of the Commission’s 
Report. We find that out of thirty-two 
principal sources of revenue utilized 
by the various Provinces and States 
whose acounts were examined, Al- 
berta taxes 24, British Columbia 23, 
Wisconsin 20, Minnesota 19, Manitoba 
19, Quebec 16 and Saskatchewan 15. 
It is interesting to examine the eight 
classes of Taxation listed in the table 
ind not made use of by Alberta. These 
are—Personal Property, Poll Tax, 
Occupational and Royalty, Money and 
Credits, Sleeping Car Companies, 
Steamship Companies, Foreign Com- 
panies and Income. British Columbia 
is the only Province taxing personal 
property and collecting Poll Tax. Oc- 
cupational and Royalty and Money 
and Credits, are not taxed by any 
Province in Canada. Sleeping Car 
Companies are taxed by Ontario and 
Quebec, Foreign Companies and 
Steamship Companies by Quebec only, 
and Income by British Columbia and 
Manitoba. 

It will be seen, therefore, that Al- 
berta is deriving revenue from more 
sources of Taxation than any other 
Province or State presented in this 
table for comparison, which clearly in- 
dicates that our claim in this respect 
was justified. We would also refer to 
Table 17, Page 50, of the Commission's 
Report, which gives a record of 
revenue derived from various sources 
by six Provinces. Taking three items 
—Taxation, Licenses and Fees, we 
find the per capita revenue from these 
sources of direct taxation to be as 
follows:

Not only is Alberta collecting from 
more sources,but with one exception 
is collecting more revenue from its 
people than any other Province in 
Canada. Yet, in the face of facts es- 
tablished by these Tables, the Com- 
mission arrives at the conclusion that 
Alberta is not collecting from sources 
other than those generally well recog- 
nized as legitimately belonging to the 
Province. See Page 53 of the report. 

Concerning our request that Munici- 
palities should have the sole right to 
impose taxation on real and personal 
property and businesses, the Commis- 
sion has this to say (Page 23) “Of 
recent years there has been a general 
movement in favor of the General 
Property Tax being devoted entirely 
to Municipal and local purposes.” Your 
Committee believes that when the 
Natural Resources question is finally 
settled and the Revenue therefrom 
reverts to the Province, the first relief 
from Taxation should be the repeal of 
the Supplementary Revenue Tax Act. 

Claim (2). “That a fair proportion 
of monies collected by the Provincial 
Government is not being returned to 
the Municipalities.” 

This claim is also borne out by the 
Commission's report, for we find on 
Page 58, Table 27, they make an 
analysis on a per capita basis of the 
grants made by various Provinces and 
States to Schools, Highways and Pub- 
lic Welfare, and arrive at the follow- 
ing results:

We have repeatedly drawn the at- 
tention of the Government to the nec- 
essity for larger grants for higher 
education. That we had good grounds 
for making this request is forcibly 
brought out on Page 60, Table 29. The 
Government grant per capita to higher 
education is as follows:

It will be noted that in all these 
comparisons Alberta is lamentably 
near the bottom in every instance, 
where grants are concerned and near 
the top in regard to taxation. 

We cannot pass over one very im- 
‘portant observation by the Commis- 
sion on Page 60. Table 29-A shows the 
“Total Higher Educational Statistics 
for the United States and Canada.” 
The result of this comparison is that 
the United States contributes twice as 
much per capita as Canada towards 
Higher Education. They make this 
significant statement—"These figures 
speak for themselves. If you desire 
a reason for the growing economic 
supremacy of the United States you 
have it here in these figures.” Alberta 
cannot afford to lag behind in its as- 
sistance to Education. 

Regarding our claim that we were 
entitled to a share of certain special 
Provincial revenues, the Commission is 
of the opinion that this is not an im- 
portant consideration. The main point 
is whether the‘sum total given to local 
authorities is reasonable. (Page 65). 
They further point out (Page 36) that 
the special distribution of the profits 
from a particular income has little 
meaning unless it is applied over and 
above the normal grants of the Prov- 
ince for Municipal purposes. 

Our contention all along has been 
that the Government grants are not 
sufficient, hence the desire to supple- 
ment our revenue by receiving a share 
of the Motor Licenses, Gasoline Tax, 
Amusement Tax and Liquor profits. 
Regarding these the Commission 
states (Page 65) “That they are of 
such a general character that none 
but the central authority could satis- 
factorily administer them.” 

Claim (3). “That in respect to 
grants of public monies the Govern- 
ment is making an unfair distribution 
as between the Urban and Rural dis- 
tricts.” 

Our complaint in this connection 
had to do chiefly with the fact that 
although the Provincial Government 
assumed the total cost of construction 
and maintenance of crunk roads, and 
in addition made large grants annual- 
ly to Municipal Districts for market 
and local road construction, no as- 
sistance whatever was given to Urban 
Municipalities for Street Maintenance 

and nothing was done within their 
boundaries in trunk road construction. 
The Commission on Pages 61 to 63 
deals extensively with this question, 
and points out that under the pro- 
visions of the Supplementary Revenue 
Tax Act the Rural population paid a 
Per capita tax of $2.20, while the Ur- 
ban residents paid only 80c, and’ there- 
fore in making grants to assist in 
market and local road constructidn 
the Government was only returning 
to the Rural Districts approximately 
that portion of the Tax which they 
contributed in excess of that paid in 
by the Urban tax payers. Therefore 
the Commission claims that no dis: 
crimination exists in this respect. 

The Commission has made this and 
other comparisons on a per capita 
basis, as they state (Page 62) that 
under our present scheme of Taxation 
it is exceedingly difficult to determine 
the justice of a Taxation scheme ex- 
cept on this basis. 

We also claimed that the Provincial 
Government should make a definite 
contribution to the Cities, Towns and 
Villages towards the cost of construct- 
ing and maintaining the main thor- 
oughfares connecting up with the Pro- 
vincial trunk roads. Due to. our 
continued efforts in this connection, 
the Department of Public Works early 
in 1928 agreed to provide 50 per cent 
of the cost of construction of these 
streets in the smaller Cities, Towns 
and Villages, This assistance, together 
with the advantages of good market 
and local highways, which stimulates 
trade and commerce, and the benefits 
derived from the profitable and ever 
increasing tourist traffic made

that the Government provide one-half 
of the cost of maintenance as well. 
The situation in connection with 
High School grants can very well be 
discussed under Claim (3). Although 
no actual discrimination exists as 
between High Schools in Rural and 
Urban areas, yet, on account of the 
fact that they are practically all lo- 
cated in Urban centres and no ade- 
quate provision is made to cover the 
cost of educating pupils from outside 
of the district, an unfair burden is 
placed on Urban districts in this 
regard, for to a very large extent they 
have to bear the cost of High School 
education for the non-resident pupil. 
Government assistance to High 
Schools is wholly inadequate, and al- 
though for years our organization has 
been urging increased grants, nothing 
has been done. In addition to the 
Government grant, school districts 
from which non-resident pupils are 


sent contribute $30.00 per pupil per 


year. The Commission recommends 
(B-3) that a further $50 per pupil be 
paid annually by the Municipality in 
which the home of the pupil is situ- 
ated. This would equalize the burden 
to some extent, but the injustice will 
not be removed until the High School 
is fully reimbursed for the total cost 
per pupil for High School education. 
The average cost throughout the Prov- 
ince should be ascertained and an 
amount arrived at that will not cause 
any loss to High Schools. We believe 
the Rural Districts will agree to this 
reasonable suggestion for they do not 
wish that any District should render 
‘this important service at a loss. 


Another source of dissatisfaction to 
Municipalities is in connection with 
Hospital grants. Up until a few years 
ago it was the custom of the Govern- 
ment to pay the Hospital grants 
covering the entire time the patient 
was receiving treatment, including 
both the day of admission and day of 
discharge. Now they only allow for one 
of these days, which means practically 
a ten per cent reduction. As hospitals 
are providing a provincial wide ser- 
vice, in in many cases relieving the 
Province of a direct liability, it was an 
Injustice to have the grant reduced in 
this manner, and we ask that the old 
schedule be re-established. We also 
ask that hospitals providing accommo- 
dation and care for isolation patients 
be paid an extra Government grant of 


60c per day for all such patients. 

Claim (4). ‘That the Province does 
not assume obligations rightfully be- 
longing to it.” 

We have already shown where the 
Government is near the bottom of the 
list in support of the most essential 
services such as Schools, Highways 
and Public Welfare. 

Our Union has repeatedly taken the 
stand that expenditures under -the 


Mother’s Allowance Act should be as- 
sumed entirely by the Province, as 
well as indigent T.B. and mental 
defective cases and dependent and 
neglected children, as they are strictly 
a Provincial liability. 

The Commission approves of this 
principle and recommends that suffi- 
cient revenue be raised by a scheme 
of general taxation to take care of this

MILLING AND BAKING 
QUALITIES OF GARNET WHEAT 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

A new variety of hard red spring 
wheat produced by the Experimental 
Farms Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, Canada, and bearing the 
name “Garnet,” has been under test 
at various Experimental Stations 


throughout Canada for a number of |} 


years. It has also been grown by a 
large number of farmers since and In- 
cluding 1926. During this period it has 
become immensely popular among 
growers who live in districts {n which 
early maturing sorts have a distinct 
advantage. 

Garnet is distinguished chiefly by 
its ability to mature from seven days 
to two weeks ahead of the standard 
variety Marquis, and to produce excel- 
lent yields of hard red (non-piebald) 
grain, under widely varying  condi- 
tions. It produces a somewhat more 
vitreous grainthan does Marquis, and 
on account of this peculiarity Cana- 
dian millers are afraid that Garnet 
may not mill well when mixed with 
Marquis or other less vitreous vari- 
eties. 

The flour of Garnet in its natural 
condition is usually somewhat more 
creamy in color than is that of Mar- 
quis. This applles also the crumb. 
Apart from the above two points, Gar- 


Marquis as a high producer of high 
quality flour for use either alone or for 
blending with flours of lesser strength. 

Whether or not Garnet when mixed 
with Marquis, actually may offer any 
serious difficulties from a _ milling 
Standpoint is a m‘tter of some im- 
Portance. It would seem necessary

While Canadian millers would seem 
to prefer the whiter flour of Marquis, 
there is some evidence that the some- 
what creamy color of the flour of Gar- 
net if not actually preferred by certain 
British millers, may at least be of no 
commercial significance. These are 
matters of considerable importance, 
the early solution of which is needed 
before Garnet can be properly rated.
